W hen a m essage came to the state departm ent from the em bassy at 
London saying, at 11 o ’clock tonight, 1,912 of. the Am ericans had been ac­ 
counted for, the joy of officials alm ost sw ept aw ay the distress occasioned 
by the earlier new s. 
The first HOO survivors w ere landed at Larne and Buncrana, two 
w idely separated Irish ports, and this, coupled w ith the evident fact that 
rescue ships were at hand quickly, gave rise to the hope that nearly every­ 
body on board the Tuscania except those injured by the explosion might 
have been saved. 
The president, Secretary Baker, and in fact, all official W ashington 
were up late w aiting for further news. O nly the briefest despatches were 
received, and none gave details of the attack on the liner. Even the time 
was missing, but it w as assumed that it occurred early this morning as the 
first m essage was filed at London at 3 o ’clock this afternoon, probably 
within an hour after the relief ships reached the Irish coast. 
The president w as at the theater when the new s was received and he 
was not told until he returned to the W hite H ouse. In the m eantim e the 
war, navy and state departm ents had sent urgent m essages by wireless 
and cable instructing their representatives in England and Ireland to for­ 
ward every available fact im m ediately.

The rule as a p p l ie d to rolls if served 
for bread is t h a t not more t h a n two 
rolls can be served and t h a t they 
must not w e ig h more than o n e ounce 
each.

just received instructions that, sales 
of meat to c us tom ers m u s t be cut 
down 20 per c e n t by com parison with 
the same p e r i o d last year.
